Dr. Bunche Named UN Deputy Secretary-General 

Dr. Ralph J. Bunche was named United Nations 
deputy secretary-general and became the highest 
ranking American in the world organization, UN 
Secretary-General Dag Hammarskjold announced in 
New York. 

Director of the trusteeship department since the 
UN was organized eight years ago, Dr. Bunche, a 50- 
year-old ex-Howard University professor, will be- 
come one of two special assistants to Hammarskjold. 
The other assistant will be Russia’s Ilya S. Tcherny- 
shev. 

In his new post, Dr. Bunche will receive a $23,000- 
a-year salary plus $10,000 allowances and is expected 
to be assigned extensively as an UN global trouble- 
shooter. Winner of a 1953 Nobel Prize for his peace 
negotiations in Palestine, he will be assigned fre- 
quently to assist UN agencies in various parts of the 
world and also to negotiate differences between un- 
friendly nations. 
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Frederick Douglass’ Kin Gets U. S. Health Post 

Joseph Douglass, grandson of Frederick Douglass, was 
named to a $10,200-a-year consultant post in the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare in Washington, 
becoming the top Negro official in the department. 
Douglass, a former Fayette Teachers College professor 
and a Harvard Ph.D., will replace Mrs. Jane Morrow 
Spaulding, who resigned early this year. 


Mob Of 1,000 Chases Negroes From Philly Home 

An all-night demonstration by a mob of over 1,000 per- 
sons forced a family of six to abandon their recently- 
purchased $6,500 home in an all-white North Philadelphia 
neighborhood. George Clark moved his wife, Blanche, and 
their four children to the home of a relative after the 
mob paraded and hooted threats. 


Negro GI Cited For Anti-Red Leadership In Korea 

A 50-year-old staff sergeant, Joe N. Black, who was 
severely punished and tortured by Chinese Reds because 
he resisted their efforts to stir up racial differences at 
his prisoner of war camp, was awarded an oak leaf 
cluster by the Army at Fort Sam Houston, Texas. Sixty- 
five fellow prisoners smuggled a rice paper document 
from the camp ‘ 
recommending 
Black, a 28-year 
Army veteran, 
for his anti-Red 
leadership.

Wilkins First Negro To Attend Cabinet Meeting 
Assistant Secretary of Labor J. Ernest Wilkins, 60- 
year-old ex-Chicago lawyer, attended a White House 
cabinet meeting and became the first Negro in USS. his- 
tory to attend a cabinet session in an Official capacity. 
He attended thc meeting in place of Labor Secretary 
James Mitchell, who was on a New Jersey speaking en- 
gagement. Commented Wilkins: “It was an interesting 
and challenging experience. Obviously, cabinet members 
represent some of the finest men in the United States. 
I certainly enjoyed observing our great President and 
cabinet members discuss various subjects on the agenda.” 


Elks Honor Thurgood Marshall For Rights Fight 

Thurgood Marshall, chief NAACP counsel, was awarded 
the fourth annual Elijah Lovejoy medal for his civil rights 
efforts during the Elks 55th annual convention in Chi- 
cago. An estimated 10,000 Elks attended the sessions, 
which appropriated $50,000 to establish an education, eco- 
nomic and health foundation. 











POWELL DENIES GOP SWITCH. FLIES 

In Germany, Rep. A. Clayton Powell Jr. denied JET’s 
copyrighted story of his plans to switch to the Republican 
Party and prepared to fly home this week to face the polit- 
ical storm kicked up by the story. A Powell spokesman in 
Harlem, Acy Lennon, said the Harlem congressman -told 
him by phone from Munich that the story was “100 per 
cent untrue.” Powell scheduled press conferences for 
Washington and New York immediately upon his return 
from overseas. 

But JET learned that Reader’s Digest was preparing a 
big advertising campaign in the Negro press for Powell’s 
article praising President Eisenhower’s civil rights record. 
The six page article is titled “The President And The 
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Chicago’s Trumbull Park Riot Victim Fined $100 
Donald Howard, 26-year-old central figure in Chicago’s 
year-long Trumbull Park housing racial disturbances, was 
found guilty by an all-white jury of disorderly conduct 
and fined $100. Howard, whose family moved into the 
all-white project last year touching off continuous racial 
disorders, was accused by three white residents of firing 
a gun at two white teen-agers near the project. Howard 
still faces five other charges growing out of the incident. 
Meanwhile, 15 whites who broke up a Negro ball game at 
a playground near the project were fined from $1 to $50 
or placed under court supervision for a year. A fourth 
white family was ordered evicted from the project for 
creating disturbances as the 19th Negro family moved in. 


E. P. Westmoreland Named Aide To Indonesia 

E. P. Westmoreland, former Washington, D. C., school 
board supervisor, was named chief advisor of technical 
training to the Indonesian Ministry of education. Recom- 
mended by Tuskegee Institute, Westmoreland is the first 
specialist assigned to a foreign country by a Negro in- 
stitution.

The executive secretary of the Petersburg, Va., YMCA 
Negro branch, Alfonso McCain, was fired by the down- 
town directors because he was one of 32 Negroes who 
filed a law suit to end discriminatory swimming facilities 
at city-owned Wilcox Lake. The Y Officials said McCain 
was fired because he should have “stood for and peti- 
tioned a worthy cause as a private citizen and not as the 
Y executive secretary.” 


3 Negro Girls Cited As Prettiest Schoolgirls 

Three Negro students, Patsy Wade of Oakland, Calif., 
Patricia Douglas Godette, of Oberlin, Ohio and Jeannette 
Weinberg of Stephenton, N. Y., were among the top 106 
finalists in a contest sponsored by makers of Palmolive 
Soap to find America’s prettiest schoolgirl. 
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Atlantic City Hotel Jim Crows Powell Aide 

Congressman A. Clayton Powell’s administrative aide, 
Miss Louise Dargans, charged that the Claridge Hotel, one 
of Atlantic City’s finest, refused to honor her reservation 
for a room although it had been made a year ago and con- 
firmed by the hotel manager. Forced to return to Wash- 
ington, D.C., after waiting vainly for three hours in the 
lobby trying to get a room, Miss Dargans said she would 
file suit against the hotel. 


Atlantans Open Anti-Hate Drive For Election 

A committee of 100 prominent Atlanta Negro leaders 
called on Georgia voters to defeat any political candidate 
who proposes the defiance of the Supreme Court segrega- 
tion decision or who uses appeal to racial prejudice. Head- 
ed by Atlanta University librarian Dr. L. D. Reddick, the 
committee plans to get signatures of 500,000 persons in 
support of its program before the September 8 primary. 
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Wi On The Mark: Competing in New Orleans’ annual Skate- 
mobile Derby, a line of racing drivers wait eagerly at 
the starting post. Over 300 kids took part in 300-yard 
races, with 21 winners taking home bicycles, U. S. sav- 
ings bonds, tool kits and baseball gloves. 








Negroes Ask Million Dollar Damages In Ga. Vote Suit 

Charging that Randolph County (Ga.) officials illegal- 
ly dropped the names of 120 Negroes from the voting 
rolls this year, nine Negroes sought total damages of 
$1,000,000 in a suit filed in Macon federal court. The 
Negroes, several of whom are school teachers, contended 
the state’s voting laws are unconstitutional. 


Floridan, In U. S. 38 Years, Faces Deportation 

Ex-Bahamas Islander Rufus Nesbitt, who worked as a 
laborer in Miami, Florida, for 38 years and then decided 
to become a USS. citizen, faced deportation after a rou- 
tine naturalization examination revealed he had been 
convicted of two crimes. Nesbitt, father of two children, 
was twice convicted for fighting. “I can’t do no fighting,” 
he told reporters. “I’ll abide by the consequences.”

Negroes, Whites Battle In London Race Riot 

Negroes, armed with razors, axes and knives, battled 
white residents in a narrow North London street in the 
city’s first race riot since World War II. The trouble was 
touched off by disputes arising from the presence of a 
Negro roomer in a white home. Yelling, “Come out you 
white , and we’ll kill you all,” forty Negroes in- 
vaded the section to be met by the whites. Police broke up 
the fighting before anyone was seriously hurt, but sporadic 
fighting continued throughout the evening. 


Honolulu Negro Named Virgin Island Tax Advisor 

Nolle R. Smith Sr., wealthy Honolulu businessman and 
first Negro to serve in the Hawaiian legislature, was 
named by Gov. Archie Alexander to make a study of 
governmental administration and the tax system of the 
Virgin Islands. Hired for a six-month contract, Smith, 
a graduate civil engineer, and former director of the 
territorial civil service commission, commented: “If I like 
the work, and they like me, I might stay longer.” 


Polio Epidemic Closes Jamaican Schools 

Jamaican Officials closed all public schools, kindergar- 
tens and infant centers until further notice because of a 
spreading polio epidemic which has hospitalized 53. 


West African, 17, Safe After Sea Mishap 

A 17-year-old cook, Gordon Nicol-Sey, son of a promi- 
nent interracial couple who operate one of the Gold 
Coast’s leading bakeries, was among four crew mem- 
bers of the 21-ton schooner Windjammer reported safe 
after drifting more than a week on the ship in the South 
Pacific. The ship, piloted by Americans en route to Ta- 
hiti, was reportedly anchored in the Easter Islands after 
it was swept to sea during a storm at Port Hatuiti. Nicol- 
Sey’s father, a West African sailor who married an Eng- 
lish woman, moved to the Gold Coast 24 years ago and 
began a bakery at Sekondi. Gordon is one of the couple’s 
five children.

Fisk U. Named Eligible For Rhodes Scholarships 

Fisk University was named to take part in the famous 
Rhodes Scholarship Trust and became the first American 
Negro college to be so honored. Under terms of the pro- 
gram, Fisk students will become eligible to compete for 
the 32 yearly $1,680 scholarships to study at the Uni- 
versity of Oxford in England. First Negro to win a Rhodes 
scholarship was the late Howard University philosophy 
professor, Alain Locke. 
Tennessee College To Admit Negro Students 

Negro students will be admitted to Maryville College in 
Maryville, Tenn., for the first time since 1901, the Presby- 
terian school announced.

Schools 
Integration of Negroes and whites in the public schools 
of Florida is favored by one out of every four white 
community leaders, according to a survey made by a 
committee appointed by Florida Atty. Gen. Richard 
Ervin. The survey revealed that of 3,972 white and Negro 
leaders, about 25 per cent of the whites agreed that inte- 
gration of the races in public schools should be accom- 
plished while 30 per cent of the whites disagreed. 


Ohio Town Ends Segregation After School Fire 

The Hillsboro, Ohio, board of education passed a reso- 
lution ending segregation in the Lincoln elementary 
school, which was damaged by fire July 5 when white 
engineer Philip Partridge set fire to it in an effort to 
force the city to admit Negro children to white schools. 
Following a heated session attended by six of the city’s 
700 Negroes, the board of education promised Negro chil- 
dren would be integrated into two new grade schools. 


Tenn. To Ask Gradual End Of School Jim Crow 

A proposal that mixing of the races in school rooms be- 
gin with the first grade and gradually move upwards over 
a period of eight years will be made to the U. S. Supreme 
Court by the state of Tennessee. According to Solicitor 
General A. B. Humphreys, the suggestion will be made in 
a brief being prepared for October when the court will 
hear arguments on how to integrate the South’s schools. 


Parents’ Complaint Closes Segregated N. Y. School 

The New York commissioner of education, Lewis A. 
Wilson, upheld the closing of a Yonkers, N. Y., school 
which Negro parents had complained was a segregated 
school for Negro children. The former students of the 
school will be sent to two other schools. 


W. Va. School Board Halts Integration Plans 

Forced to call police to quell a 200-person mob of 
whites which stormed its meeting protesting school inte- 
gration, officials of the Barbour County (W. Va.) board 
of education withdrew plans to assign 12 white pupils to 
a Negro grade school at Hanging Rock.

White Cleric Fights Integration In New Mexico 

A white Hobbs, “New Mexico, minister, Rev. Bill Carter, 
an ex-gambler and leader of a group called the “segre- 
gationists,” filed suit against the city’s board of education 
in an effort to delay integration in the city’s schools. 
Later, however, the self-styled Baptist leader sought to 
resign as head of the “segregationist” group when several 
of his deacons threatened to riot to block desegregation. 


Jamaican Bishop Nabbed On Fraud Charge 

Bishop Arthur L. Maye of the United Churches of 
Christ in Jamaica, was arrested in Portland on a fraud 
charge growing out of his efforts to send church people 
to conventions in the United States. Maude Faddler of 
Port Antonio charged she gave the bishop $70 to arrange 
such a trip but contended ‘she was unable to leave the 
country and the bishop failed to return her money.

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RACE CLERICS FEAR INTEGRATION 
Some white churches which are integrating Negro 
members are doing so to silence the Negro minister’s 
militant fight for equality and are denying them a voice 
in forming church policy, Negro delegates to the World 
Council of Churches charged at Evanston, Ill. As proof 
of the charge, the Rev. Dr. J. Clinton Hoggard of Wash- 
ington, secretary-treasurer of foreign missions of the 
AME Zion Church, pointed out that predominately 
white churches had no Negro delegates among the 1,600 
at the meeting. Said he: “The only full-fledged Negro 
delegates here are from Negro denominations.” 

Charges that some Negro ministers, like some Negro 
teachers, feared integration and were fighting against 
it were hotly denied by leading delegates from two Ne- 
gro denominations. The Rev. Dr. Milton King Curry, 
president of Bishop College in Marshall, Texas, said he 
had not heard “responsible” Negro ministers express 
fear of losing their jobs because of integration, al- 
though he admitted hearing it from teachers. Said he: 
“Personally, I don’t think integration can come too 
soon. This deep fear teachers have is a tragic evidence 
of segregation and is untrue.” Bishop D. Ward Nichols 
of New York City, an AME leader, also denied Negro 
clergymen were holding back integration and termed 
the charge “a diabolical piece of propaganda by 
enemies of the church.” 

In an address before the assembly, Charles P. 
Taft, prominent church layman and brother of the late 
Sen. Robert Taft, admitted the church has lagged be- 
hind the community in racial integration. Morehouse 
College president Benjamin Mays predicted the church 
would be the last bulwark of segregation because re- 
ligion is organized along racial lines. 

Said Dr. Mays: “The practice of segregation is like 
saying, ‘You made a mistake, God, when you made peo- 
ples of different races and colors.’ ”

The society is composed of engineers under 35 years of 
age in the Greater New York area. A former construc- 
tion engineer at the Grand Coulee Dam in Washington, 
Jones is a New Jersey construction supervisor. 


Hotels In 28 Cities Serve Negroes, Poll Shows 

Three-fourths of the leading hotels in 39 cities now 
admit Negroes as guests, according to an International 
Association of Convention Bureaus poll in Milwaukee. 
Surveying member bureaus, the association reported that 
since 1945, many of the hotels in cities having a “south- 
ern complexion,” but without segregation laws, have 
dropped the color line.

To the thousands of GIs who managed to keep their 
marriages intact during the war-ridden years of the past 
decade, no single army catch-phrase is more amusingly 
remembered perhaps than that line of a popular marching 
chant which went: “Jodie’s got your wife and gone.” Yet, 
while joking about unfaithfulness among back-home wives 
is a common barracks pastime, few marriage experts agree 
that such problems for married GIs can be so lightly re- 
garded. For actually, even with today’s mass transplant- 
ing of army wives to within bedroom range of soldier 
husbands in foreign lands, the army wife is still looked 
upon as a critical divorce statistic. 
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In many ways, the army’s program of uniting wives with 
husbands on foreign duty has helped curb an abnormally 
| high divorce rate among service men, but the role of the 
army wife—separated from her husband for long periods 
—is seldom easy. They frequently become prey for gigolos 
on the make or fall victim to schemes of unfriendly 
mothers-in-law 

Such was the case with one army wife whose mother-in- 
law, a Memphis woman, noted for her diligence in trying 
to be both a mother and wife to her son, went so far as to 
intercept letters between the boy and his wife. By offer- 
ing to mail her daughter-in-law’s letters to her son, and 
by waylaying the postman to pick up her son’s letters to 
his wife, the mother succeeded in stopping an exchange 
of mail between the two for six months. Meanwhile, she 
wrote regularly to her son, hinted about the gay times 
his wife was enjoying with men friends. The soldier

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Wives Find Hot Competition Among Women Abroad 
a divorce, but a conscientious social worker unearthed 
the mother’s deception and quickly saved the marriage. 

Being separated from their mates is the principal but 
not the only cause of marital friction. Foreign women 
give American wives stiff competition—even when the 
wives are living on the post. One Chicago wife arrived in 
Frankfurt, Germany, discovered that her husband had 
installed his three German girl friends as maids in the 
home he had set up for her. A West Coast officer’s wife 
learned through a tragedy that her husband had a Ger- 
man office wife and another fraulein working in the Post 
Exchange. One of the women had tried to poison the 
other. 

Although wives complain that army courts always side 
with the men, send them home if they openly resent 
affairs with native women, some spunky wives have made 
it hot for the vamps. At one post dance, a wife ripped off 
the back of her rival, a dress which her husband had 
purchased. And at another, a wife who had warned her 
husband not to humiliate her by dancing with his white 
girl friend, threw her purse on the floor when the girl 
advanced toward the man, and blurted aloud: “There’s 
$50 in that purse to pay the hospital bill of any fraulein 
who dances with my husband.” 

Some wives also did a bit of “kitty-hopping” when ex- 
posed to the charms of blond German men and unaccus- 
tomed leisure. As soon as one sergeant’s wife arrived in 
Stuttgart, she hired two nurses to care for her twin sons 
and a cook-housekeeper. Then she practically commuted 
between Germany and Paris, creating a stir on the boule- 
vard with her French frocks, German maids and white 
boy friends. Her husband eventually found solace in the 
arms of the cook.

t For the past twenty years, Negro novelists set their 
literary guns on America’s mixed-up race relations, clut- 
tering the market with books on slums and interracial 
marriage. At the same time, they totally 
ignored the lush and ever-widening cir- 
cle of Negro society whose members buy 
mink coats and Cadillacs, toss $5,000 
barbecue picnics, and send their daugh- 
ters to fashionable New England schools. 
B As one of new young novelists, Charles 
A. Smythwick Jr., a former New York City 
a social worker, makes his debut in the 
Smythwick world of letters with a graphic mirroring 
of the Negro newly-rich. In his False Measure, <William- 
Frederick Press, $3.50) , Smythwick does a superb satirical 
treatment, convincingly bares the shallow antics of the 
money-and-color-conscious social barons who feud for 
supremacy in the tinseled world like cats and dogs. 
® In such an atmosphere of vanity-trading, Smythwick 
brilliantly traces the climb of the daughter of a small 
town barber, Joan Turner, who by social cunning manip- 
ulates friends and her curvaceous creamish-hued figure 
to become a Harlem social queen. Interspersed in the 
action are sympathetic accounts of Joan as a mistaken- 
for-white Smith College coed and as the distressed fiance 
of a man who hung himself rather than face life as a 
World War II cripple. 
In his first novel, Smythwick demonstrates deep insight 
into the causes which spiraled the fantastic growth of the 
Negro showy society. But his book is no sociological 
treatise. It is a story of red-blooded people caught in the 
society’s web. The book should have a brisk sale and be- 
come the conversation topic in the society set—S.B.

Fisk Social Scientist Named To Reporting Service 

Mrs. Bonita H. Valien, Fisk University Social Science 
Department liaison officer, became the first Negro staff 
member of the Southern Education Reporting Service.

4 White Youths Torture, Kill Negro For ‘Kicks’ 
Four burly white teenagers, who police said “got a 
kick out of seeing blood flow,” were arrested after they 
confessed to savagely beating, torturing and killing a 34- 
year-old Negro, Willard Menter, who was sleeping on a 
Brooklyn park bench. Police identified the four as Melvin 
Mittman, 17, Jerome Lieberman, 17, Robert Trachtenberg, 
15, and Jack Koslow, 18. Police said the shoeless Negro 
was held by two youths while the other two burned his 
feet with lighted cigarets. They then beat him uncon- 
scious, dragged his body to a nearby river and threw it 
in. The four later confessed to an orgy of crime that 
included the murder of two men, the horse-whipping of 
two girls and savage beating of two homeless tramps. 
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N. Y. Cop Arrests Charles Banks For Assault 

Charles Banks, Harlem dancer who wed white heiress 
Helen Sonnenborn early this year, was arrested for felo- 
nious assault by a New York mounted policeman who 
attempted to give Mrs. Banks a traffic ticket for double 
parking in front of Banks’ $250,000 whiskey store. Banks, 
released on $500 bail, said he was arrested when he asked 
Officer Arthur Dunn why his wife was being given a 
ticket. Banks said he walked from the scene into his 
store, and was followed by Dunn, who grabbed him 
around his neck and drew a gun. Dunn claimed Banks 
pushed him during a scuffle when he resented his wife 
being given a ticket. 


N. C. Negro Cop Fired For Hauling Bootleg Whiskey 

A 27-year-old Negro who was appointed to the Clinton, 
N. C., police force on July 1, was fired after he was 
arrested at Highstown, N. J., on a charge of illegal pos- 
session of 60 gallons of non-tax paid whiskey. James 
Faison was seized with the whiskey in half-gallon fruit 
jars in his car as he was driving to New York City over 
the New Jersey turnpike. 


Poisoned Sandwiches Kill 2 Ala. Tots, Father Held 
Suspected of feeding poisoned sardine sandwiches to 
his small son and granddaughter in order to collect on 
their insurance policies, 42-year-old Frank Jackson Sr., 
a farmer, was held for murder by Montgomery, Ala., 
police. The children, Frank Jackson Jr., and Bulah Nor- 
wood, both four years old, died in St. Jude’s Hospital 
after being stricken in their home. After laboratory tests 
showed traces of strychnine in the bodies, police ques- 
tioned the three surviving children who lived with Jack- 
son and learned that he fed the children the sandwiches, 
which they complained were “too bitter to eat.”

The Spartanburg Peaches, who quit the Tri-State League 
for four days because Knoxville signed a Negro player, 
were picketed by Negroes in a game at Rock Hill, N.C. The 
picketing caused an 80 per cent drop in Negro attendance, 
a Rock Hill club official reported. Of the 325 persons at 
the game, only 11 were Negroes. Spartanburg rejoined the 
league when Knoxville agreed to send the Negro player 
to another league. 


Heavyweight Boxer Beats Up 3 Cops, Gets 6 Months 

Heavyweight boxer John Hubbard, 29, accused of 
knocking out one policeman and severely beating up two 
others while resisting arrest in Milwaukee last Nov. 3, 
lost his appeal of a 90-day jail term and was sentenced 
to six months at the conclusion of his second trial.
